The  years  weather  /-'as  on  the  ’./hole  -good,  whilst  extensive  floods  and  severe 
gales  caused  great  destruction  and  heavy  loss  of  life  and  property  in  parts  of  the 
British  Isles,  Central  Wales  niSsed  these  s tor  ns. 


Rainfall  was  less  than  average  and  a period  of  drought  was  experienced  in 
the  summer.  Snow  fell  during  the  winter  whilst  not  extremely  heavy,  was  persistent 
and  snow  was  recorded  on  34  occasions.  Sunshine  was  slightly  above  average.

Hater  Supply.  No  difficulties  on  water  supplies  occurred  throughout  the  year. 

The  main  source  of  the  supplg  administered  by  the  Council  the  source 
of  which  is  the  River  Ith  on  'as  efficiently  maintained  and  the  purification  by 
mechanical  filtration  and  chlorination  was  satisfactory  as  shorn  by  the  tabulation 
of  Analysts  report  tabulated  in  Table  3. 

Chlorination  is  maintained  to  give  a free  chlorine  content  of  between 
0.08  and  0.15  p.p.m.  after  30  minutes  contact. 

The  ph  value  of  the  water  is  maintained  as  neutral  by  the  injection  of 
soda  ash. 

The  two  service  reservoirs  have  been  maintained  in  good  condition. 

Fourteen  house  service  pipes  were  renewed,  this  being  made  necessary  bjr 
blockage  due  to  corrosion  in  ever  case.  This  renewal  proved  satisfactory.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEUSRAGE. 


Drainage.  The  drainage  of  the  torn  is  on  the  partial  separate  system,  a large 
volume  of  the  road  raters  and  a certain  volume  of  roof  and  yard  raters  being 
-drained  separately  into  suitably  placed  water  courses. 


No  flooding  of  premises  occurred.  No  defects  of  any  extent  took 
place  and  minor  blockages  in  subsidiary  branch  severs  were-  the-  only  troubles  arising. 

A blockage  of  one  sever  was  eventually  traced  to  & post  office  telephone  staybar 
having  been  driven  through  the  sever. 

The  sever  system  proved  adequate  and  no  pro  osals  were  under  consideration 
for  the  construction  of  relief  or  other  severs. 

Sewerage  Disposal.  The  three  sewerage  disposal  'works  dealt  with  the  purification 
of  sewage  to  give  effluents  of  moderate  condition. 

A complete  overhaul  of  one  small  disposal  plant  was  carried  out, 
septic  tank  being  emptied  and  nev  111  ter  medium  put  into  filter. 

Rena r k s . 

Rivers  and  Streams.  No  action  taken  in  regard  to  pollution.  Examinations  were 
carried  out  of  water  cou.ses  passing  through  the  town  and  of  known  outlets  of  septic 
tanks  connected  to  houses  outside  the  Urban  District.  No  pollution  of  any  extent 
was  found. 

Public  Cleansing.  Collection  of  household  and  trade  refuse  proceeded  as  in  other 
years  by  the  Council's  own  staff  and  vehicles.  The  method  of  collection  remained 
the  same. 

Disposal  of  refuse  was  continued  by  incineration  during  the  months  of  May 
to  October  and  by  tipping  at  Llanfavr  Fields  from  November  to  April. 


The  collection  of  waste  paper  was  maintained,  the  tonnage  of  paper  sold 
being  51  tons  3 cvfcs. 

Scrap  iron  disposed  of  was  37  tons.
